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The Importance of Overthrowing m.-.
Johnson'’s liegal and Revolntionary
State Governmeuls,

It is safe to assame In the battles of politios,
thiat a position which is earefully gnarded and
olstinstely defended by your anemy must be
one of some importancs. Judged by this ori-
terion, the Provigional State Governments
srected by President Johnson in the late Rebel
States constitute the key-point in the present
political contest. It was not until the exist.
onoe of one of these se-oalled State Govern.
ments was praotically threatened by the re-
moval of some of its obiel fanctionaries by
(eneral Sheridan, that Mr. Johnson seriously
sl himself to obstruot the execntion of the
Heconstruetion law and to nullify its provi-
sfons.  Attorney-General Stanbery was then
called upon to manafnoture his ‘‘opinion,”
the gist of which was the preservation of these
governments as de faclo organizations, Con-
gross might, as it did, declare them provi-
glonal, and in express terms subordinate them
to the military power, and the Exscutive
would take mno steps to interfere. But the
moment the actual integrity of one of these
organizations was assailed, that moment he
reopened the controversy with Congress, and
braved the perils of aspecial session. The
careful observer will also note that in all the
animadversions of the Demooracy npon the
Revongtrnction law, the gravamen of their
aitacks is that suid law overthrows these so-
called State Governments. From all this we
may safely conclude that the perpetuation of
these governmeénts is regarded by the entire
Oppocition, from the President down, as a
matter of supreme moment.

A slight retrospect of the various steps in
the history of the contest between the loyal
people and Mr. Johnson will serve to show
why this 1s so.

The original Blate Governments of the late
Rebel States, those Governmants under which
they entered the Union, or were admitted to
it, and under which they continued to live
down to the breaking out of the Rebellion,
were overthrown or supplanted at the very
commencement of the stroggle. They were
succeeded by the Rebel Btate Governments,
which lasted during the entire war. These
latter were illegal, unconstitutional, revolun-
tionary organizations, warring upon the
United States. Their fate was of course bonnd
up in that of the so-called Confederacy, of
which they each constituted a part., When
the Rebellion was conguered and overthrown,
these Rebel State Governments fell with it.
The Rebel States were then without Btate
Governments of any kind. They had neither
governors, judges, mnor legislators. The
entire framework of civil government within
their limits had perished. A blank was left.

This was the condition of affairs in the
spring of 18G5, subsequent to the overthrow of
the Rebellion. All civil government had
ceased in the late Rebel States, and the mili-
tary power of the United States held undis-
puted possession of the country.

Here the practical problem of reconstruction
commwenced. These States could not be held
under permanent military rule. The machi-
nery of oivil government must be again set up.
State Governments must be organized. War
had done its work in settling the appeal whioh
had been made to the sword, and now the
foundations of the permanent structure o |
society must be laid.

At just this point, had President Johnson
consulted the letter and spirit of the Constitn.
tion, he would have called Congress together
in extra sessiom, or would have awaited its
regular meeting, and would have committed
the whole problem to the people’s representa-
tived, Blinded, however, by his own ambi-
tion and love of power, he procesded to usurp
the funotions of Congress, and undertook the
work of creating State Governments onhisown
hook: Through his agents he proceeded
with his self-imposed task, and created the
present provisional State organizations in the

late Rebel Btates. He olaimed for these orea-
tioms of his, these products of Executive usur-
pation, not only legality, but absolute position
in the Union ns Integral parts of the Govarn-
ment of the nation. He had his “Representa-
tives' and “‘Senators” on hand at Washing-
ton, ready to claim seals atthe opening of
Congress.

But at this point Congress took liold of the
question, and at once repudiated Mr. John-
gon's work as illegal and revolutionary, It
denied the constitutionality of those State Gov-
ernments which he had oreated, and refased
admission to his Represéntalives and Senators,
Both parties appesled to the peopls in the
election of last full, and the people, with an
unanimity and emphasis rarely paralleled in
this country, endorsed and sustained Congress.

The Reconstruction bills followed, declaring
these bogus Btate Governments of Mr. Johu-
son's to be murely provisional, and subject to
the pa anthority of the Military Com-
manders provided for by the bill. But as
goon as the Military Commanders begau to put
this festure of the law into execution, the
President stepped in and nullified the statute
by an ‘‘opinion" of, the Attorns-yGeneral,
manufpctured for the occasion. ‘This brought
Congress together again, snd reopened the
whole snbject,

State Governments of Mr. Johnson's are the
Pith of the whole contest! Ho long as they
remain i existonoe the Rxeoutive usarpation
trinmphs in faot. Its work endures. No mat-
ter by what name thay may be oalled—pro-
visional, temporary, or what not—they Nre de
facto Governments, which were oreated by
Prosident Johnson. The peoplo look to them
for all the nsual functions of goverswent, for
they oan look to mo other, They must use
these or nothing, Now, eannot our Republi-
can friends (n Congress see that 8o léng
as this condition of affairs remains, Mr. John-
son has an immense advantage in the fight?
He holds the ‘‘nine points™ of possession.
His work remains. His Goverumaonts, illogal
and unconstitutional though they be, are still
de facto Governments. Every day thas they re-
main in existence adds to thelr strength, They
are 5o many fortreases left in the hands of the
enemy, and their guns will be turned npon us
at the first moment when the fight may seew
to waver. There they are, Btate Governments
fully organized, and with a fall comploment
of Representatives and Senators, ready to
make a break for Washington at the frst in-
timation from our enemies,

Now what we need is that the Executive
nsurpation should cease to be a practical suc-
vess. The de faoto organizations should be of
Congrossional and not of Presidential origin,
Mr. Johnson's work should net merely be de-
clared illegal, but it should at once be undone.
It should be wiped out. What oares he if
Congress does call his State Governments
illegal and provisional, so long as they are
allowed to remain apd to falfil all the fuue-

tions of government? He can afford to wait,
for every day’s delay stresgthems him and
weakens us.,

It ig in this view of the case that we ox-
ceedingly regret that the Senate, a day or two
sinoe, refused to emtertain Mr. Wilson's pro-
posal to fix a definite peried, after which these
illegal and unconstitutional State organiza-
tions of Mr. Johnson's should cease fo erist.
We regard such a provigion as of the highest
importance. If Congress shall leave these
fruits of Exeoutive usurpation in existence,
it will leave a powerful weapon in Mr. John-
son's hands, and one which he will not hesi-
tate to use should ooccmsion offer, We trust
that Mr. Wilson's proposition will be in-
corporated in the supplementary bill before
it shall finally pass.

A Cuarious Frand in Land Deeds,

A most curious fraud has oome to light in Ger.
mantown in the shape of real estate forge-
ries, which, for the ease with which it was
accomplished, and the evident possibility of a
ghmilar imposition being made on almost any
of our land-owners, demands more attention
than that uswally meted out te a police
report, The facts of the case are these. It
geems that a store and dwelling in German-
town was lensed some eight or nine years ago,
by Mr. Harper to a lessee, whe has continued
toregularly pay his rent until the present year,
That in the fall of 1565 the lessee, a man by
the name of Johnson, vigited Mr. Richard Nor-
ris, and stated that he desired to borrow
money on a mortgage on his property, for
whicli he could show & clear brief of title. The
sum of 56000 was advauced to him, and he
delivered the mortgage, after satisfying the
counsel of Mr, Norris, by presenting him with
the various deeds, that the property was actu-
ally his,

It now appears that Mr, Harper never sold a
foot of the land to Johnson; that he was merely
the lessee; and that, in order to deceive Mr.
Norris, he forged a deed of sale by Harper to
him, and actually had the deed recorded. The
result is that Mr, Norris is cheated out of his
#6000, unless Johnson possesses some proparty
of his own which can repay him. This orime,
is something new in the way of raising funds,
and is rather alarming to gentlemen holding
mortgages, It isa trick that can be played
upon any one. Nothing is needed but to forge
s deed, and have the sssurance to get it
registered. Thegoed title can be adopted from
the original purchaser down to the present
owner, 50 that it ia difficult to detect the true
from the false, for all the chain may be genuine
except the last link., Nor do we see very
olearly how the danger is to be avoided. It is
generally safe to presume that recorded deeds
are true; and when searches show that all
the deeds are on file in the public offices, it is
likely to deceive the most wary, unless the
previous owner be personally sought and con-
gnlted—a proceeding atall times disagreeable,
and frequently impessibla.

A oase gomewhat similarin its modus ope-

randi, slthough not alike in some of its details,
recently ocourred in New York, A lady living
fn Brooklyn owned certain lands near New
York, we believe at Elizabethtown, N. J. One
day a lady, purporting to be the owner and
angwering to the same mname, visited & lawyor
in Elizabethtown, and desired him to secure a
mortgage on her property. Bhke paid him
several visits, and ns he knew the property to
really belong to a lady of her nams, he never
doubted the identity. The money asked for
was advanced on the mortgage, and nothing
miore was heard of the fair visitor. Tiwo years
afterwarda the land was sold by the bona fide
owner, und the fraud discovered. Both this
and the Germantown mode of ralsing funds
are dangerously plausible and dificult of de-
teotion, and it behooves our citizens to be ex-
tremely oareful that they do not buy & mort-
guge from some ong who has no better right
than the mortgages himself.
